This wai 
the first public action by the group with many mor-j 
to come. VVAW has participated in marches throughcu' 
the United States. In spring of 19?1 VVAW sponsored 
the throwing away of war medals by 1100 veterans 
on the steps of the Capital Building in Washington i 
It Was also VVAW who symbolically siezed the status; 
of liberty in Newrv'York during Christmas of 1971* 

In early 1972 WAV/ started to develop ties with thu 
local communities to get at the basis of problems 
in our country. And as these ties grew, so did th*- 
organi^tion. First into a trylu national organize-.v.. 
and now into an international group. There are chap- 
ters in. Iwakunj. Japan, Qjcinawa^, and Germany as welj 
as Yok osuka . 

With the signing of the "peace treaty" VVAW act- 
ivities are now becoming more and more important. 
Some of the programs in the States are - military 
counseling, doing research on post-vietnam syndromS; 
v/orking as volunteers in local VA hospitals, aiding 
handicapped veterans in finding Jobs. Here in Yoke- 
suka our activities take the form of staffing a 
center where people can come without getting ripped 
off , providing counseling for discharges/ a lawyer 
who will defend people for free/ and fighting back 
at the lifers when they start to fuck with one ofu':. 
At the center there are folk and rock concerts from 
time to time. WAV/ is also beginning a campaign to 
oppose the hOraeporting of the Midway in Yokosuka - 
we feel that we all should be sent home, NOT have 
more sent here.

Described in the Uniformed. Code' of Military 
Justice (UCMJ) as non-judicial punishment, this 
is punishment administered without a trial or a 
jud^re. Article 15 are supposed to be given only 
for acts that are against the UCMJ and only acts 
that could be punished by a military court. But 
because there is no court involved, accusations 
do not have to be proved. In other words, "You a 
are guilty until proven innocent". It is used to 
intimidate the troops and keep you under control. 
[Yjaximun punishment that can be given by an Article 
15 by a LCDR or above are: 

A. Custody up to 30 days ‘ , 

^ B. Loss of pay not more than half your pay 
for 2 months. 

C. Reduction to the lowest pay grade unless 

you are an K5 or above, then reduced 2 grades 

D. Extra duty for not more than ^5 days 

E. Restriction up to 60 days -’ 

F. Holding of your pay for up to one year, they 
can only take up to 50?5 for three months 

All of these punishments cannot bo given at once, 
sorae can be combined. For example 30 days custody, 
reduction in grade and a fine can be combined. 

But things like restriction and custody, or fines 
and holding of pay cannot be given at the same 
Captain Mats. 

if someone feels that the military does not have 
a good case they can refuse to sign for an Article 
15* There are two ways a person can refuse » 

- A person ^an call the militarys bluff and refuse 
to sign but NOT request a courts-martial 1 

- Or if you want to fight you may refuse the Art. 

15 and request a courts-martial. 

If you simply refuse to sign , the military can _ • 
convene any of the 3 types of courts-martial de- “*■* 
pending on the offense you are charged’ v/ith. If 
you are on board a ship you do "NOT have the right to 
refuse a Captains Mast . 

If you are going to accept an Art, 15 you may 
request witnesses on ;^our behalf, and summit evidr 
ence for your side, as well as question those wit- - 
nesses who are tesifying against you. The commanding 
officer is supposed to conduct an impartial hearing 
to consider all the evidence and only'he will decide 
who is guilty. His punishment may have a lot to do 
with his personal feeling toward you. Also you should 
always appeal the punishment - you have nothing to 
lose all they can do is lower the punishment

The Thieu government 
is opposed to red and btue materials because these 
are the colors of the N.L.P. and it is feared that 
South Vietnamese citzens might make N.L.P. flags 
out of the colored cloth.

!Phe evidence against Pat consists of three v/itncssoc 
who claim they overhea3?d him confess to his friends. 

But investigation has shown that at least 20 men were . 
overheard making the same “admissions" - many hrothers 
on the ship wore eager to take credit for the act. 

{[teo of the three witnesses testified they thought ho. 
v;ras Joking v/hen the alleged statements wore made. Pa'^ 
has no civilian criminal record and no military infr^cv 
ions other than two one-hour unauthorised ahconccs. 

Yet ho has hecn kept in pre-trial confinement at 0}rev.- 
sure Island for four months. In a civilian courtroom 
the case would most certainly be thrown out for lack 
of evidence, but you’re in the Kavy now! 

As the ship, which finally left for southeast Asia 
in mid-NovcCibor, e^id other carriers carry out their 
tours of duty in the war zone, the reality of "Viet- 
naaizatii>n'' becaomes very clear. When you walk over 
bombs to get to where you work and walk over bombs • 
to get to where you cat, you're not so easily fooled 
by lies about "winding down thv.e war". And brothers 
aboard ships are finding now ways. to resist all the 
time. Brothers on the Coral Sea and the Enterprise 
circulated petitions protesting boing sent back to 
Vietnam. An Indochina slide show was recently sauS 7 
glad aboard the Ranger and shown in the oaxpenters' 
shack. Signs and posters to stop our ships are appear- 
ing all over the carriers, and the struggle of. mostly 
black people against racism has emerged very power- 
fully on the Constellation and the kitty Hawk over 
the past month. 

As long as the harrassment and as long as the 
military continues to dony the rights of GI's, they 
will be plagued by acts of resistance, whether it 
be striking out at the machinery of war through acts 
of sabotage . or organised movements demanding an end 
to discrimination and racism in the service and de-_ 
manding an end to this (for the sailor) all too in-^ 
visible wax. It Is particularly important that the 
civilian anti-war movement rally to the defense of 
the GI brothers — we must not allow them to stop the . 
GI Movement! Sailors know the war first-hand, they\ 
know their friends and they know their enemy.

On April 11, 1973, Source One, who has provided reli- 
able information in the past, advised that a State meeting of 
the Vietnam Veterans Against the War (WAV/) was held on April 6 
through April 8, 1973 in the South Lounge of the Red Jacket 
Dining Hall at the State University College of Arts and Science, 
Geneseo, New York. 


The WAVJ is a national organ- 
ization composed primarily of veterans 
of the war in Vietnam, that has organized 
and participated in numerous demonstra- 
tions against the v;ar in Vietnam during 
1970-19/2, including the seizure of the 
Statue of Liberty, New York City, and the 
occupation of the Betsy Ross House, Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania, in December, 1971. 

Six members of the VVAW were indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury, Tallahassee, Florida, 

July, 1972, on charge of conspiracy to 
violate the Federal Antiriot Law. 

Source One provided the following information con- 
cerning the WAW meeting; 

The meeting was held between the hours of 12:00 noon 
and 4:00 p.m. on Friday, April 6, 1973, and between 9:00 a.m.

The program for the v/eekend appeared to have consisted 
of at least two guest speakers, a series* of slide shows, and 
distribution of literature frc«Q the national WAW organization 
and from the local State University, of New York at Buffalo (SUNYA3). 
Business (if any) appeared to transact slowly at the meetings and 
the groups dispersed early each day (before 3:00 p.m, on Friday), 
(before 4:00 p.m, on Saturday and Sunday).

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The situation at V/outj^eJ Knee belv/cen the feds and the citizens oi the Indc,pcf ■ 
dent Oglala Nation temains r.tale.i'iate j. Since the last newsletter, the government 
has presented a iour>page proposal which amounted to nollnng iiiorc than uncon* 
tUtlonal surrender, which the Indians naturally refused. The government remains 
adament in not taking the demandn of the Indians seriously. Government forces 
have been beefed-up around the perimeter cf V/ounded Knee. BIA Indian police 
have been called in in large numbers from reservations from around the country 
and are serving, at least for the time being, as a back-up force. There have 
been, a couple of heavy firofightc this past week, fortunately, without any casualtiar. 
Contrary to media reports, most of the, shooting has been between the feds firing 
at one another fxen: different positions. They really don't know what they are doing 
and they are also afraid. Ac a consequence, they have been real trigger happy. 

The feds are so Inept, that when they fire off flares at night, they sometimes shoot 
them up, into the wind, cnly to have them come down on their own positions. (They 
must have been trained by the ARVNs. ) 


One tactic being used by the government is to ,nake it appear that the families 
of Wounded Knee do not support the take-over and declaration of sovereignty. Th,;::? 
families were the ones who requested AIM to come in, in the first place. Last week 
when the roadblockr were tcn'.porarily lifted, the government toici the residents that 
they.wculd be free to go into Pine Ridge for food, laundry, etc. , and that th_y 
would also be free to re-enter Y/oonded Kiiee. When the people tried to get back, 
however, they were denied access to their homes and were forced Yo take shelter 
in Pine Ridge. Many families are now cut off'from their homes. One family of 
twelve is being forced to live in one small room. The government did this witho';t. 
any regard for the welfare of these families br'their right to enter or leave their 
hoii'.es whenever they wish just so the American public would be duped into thinking 
*'^IvI v/ac in Wounded Knee without the consent of. the people living there. ,, > 

Inside the sovereign nation, construction has been progressing at a fast pace. 

In one w ’€;k's time, close to lOO bunks have been been built, fourteen new rooms 
have been erected, an un.iergrcunci warehouse has been established, hides of ro”"' 
clr.ughtered for food arc being held. in areas ranging from first-aid to the use of 
'.veaponr. The evenings consist of meetings of the entire community with informa- 
tion e-cchanged, singing and variou.c other cultural activities being enjoye j. 


< 
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Friday evening, March i6th, 34V people were sworn in as citizens of the new 
nation including i89 Oglalaa, i60 Indians from other tribes, Chicanos and several 
whites and blacks. Fourteen other Indian, nations have also issued Declarations 
of Independence. 


People should not attempt, under any circumstances, to enter the V/oundeo Kne^ 
area. The feds have sealed the area eff pretty effectively and all you are going to 
do is get busted. The Icgai'defense committee has already got its hands full dealing 
with the 175 people that have already been bustc.' and they don't nee i the additiona'L 
strata on their resources. Their first priority is handling the legal needs of the 
Indi.-*.n people.

In response to a request froir. reliable persons in the struggle around AVounded 
j Kinee, the National Collejjtjve. j«cide;V to. send two representatives, Bill Branson ' 
and Bart Savage, to the Wounde Knee area for the purposes % f gathering iriform- 
ation and to express solidarity with the people of the Independent Oglala Nation. 


Bill and Bart were^arrested in the vicinity of Wounded Knee on March i3th 
by FBI agents and federal marshalls at a roadblock on Big Foot Road. They 
“Were cliarged with interfering with and impeding the official duties of federal 
marshalls. This charge is a felony and carries a maximum of five yeaj^s in the 
can and/or a $10, 000 fine. The official duties of the marshalls were to man the 
roadblock and search every car that came up to it. Bill and Bart, having their 
car searched, in effect were interfering;ahd impeding Ihe marshalls from carry-' 
ing out their official directives. (Cafch-22) ‘ ’ 

They were ts.kev; io jail in Pme Ridge, to await transportation td Rapid City. 
They spent three days there including the first night sleeping on the cement floor 
with no blankets during a big blizr.ard and the windows open. One old man had to 
be rushed to the hospital with pneumonia the next day as a result of this.

supportfoi- the Po-verpotic basketball team that was kicked out of their’intramural 
league because thev did;’'t believe in the university's macho, cbmpdtitive philosophy 
of sports'. Our ch'pter bac p.lro supported black teacher Dmitra Gronemeier in ^ 
her fight agair rt t’.-.e rexirt, racist staff who fired her lor her refusal to play their 
game. 

Wo have come to recognize the need to live as brother's and sisters and develop 
our politics collectively. The chapter is now run by a collective leadership with a 
rotating coordinatorship to do the shit work.

Redwood City, California ,.eport - 

Tlic'Redwood City Chxipter is actively supporting the Farm Worker's boycott 
by picketing a local Safeway store one day a week. We are also spreading informa- 
tion about the Farah pants strike and the closing of our county hosjri'tal, 'which has 
bee Q-thrcatened by the county health department. The chapter has become active 
in other community organizations; our members participate in a night child care 
center, the People's Food Co-op, the Chino DeXenee Committee, the Neighborhood 
Development Council, and one of the brothers, Frank Milatzo, was just hired by 
People's Medical Center as an organizer for community fund raising. Frank hap 
also put together People's News Service which receives input from the local 
movement groups as well as sources such as Asian News Service. He passes on 
the information through a weekly talk show on a cable TV channel, a weekly news 
show on the Stanford University radio station, and through some contacts that he 
has developed at a commercial FM station and at KPFA (Pacifica) in Berkeley.

il,iccnt developments in the trial of Gary Lawton, Nehemiah Jackson and Larrie 
Gardner have given cause for some limited optimism that these three brothers 
might be getting out of jail. After having been flatly denied bail for almost two 
years, the court has finally set a bail of $50, 000 for each of the defendants. V/hile 
most ccarts-wouid have immediately released them on personal recognizance bonds 
after the 9-3 verdict for acquittal in their first trial, it does nonetheless represvint 
a small victory that they now at least have a chance of getting released on bond. 

The problem of actually raising the $150, 000 is something else altogether ! 

The trial itself has been scheduled for May i4th in the city of Riverside. To 
date no judge has been chosen to hear the case. Moving the trial from Indio to Riverr 
side will certainly be a big help to the defense, given the increased visibility and 
community support they will receive there. John Thorn, George Jackson's old law- 
yer, was Gary's attorney for the pretrial motions for the second trial. Gary is ■■■■' 
still without a lawyer idj. the trial itself but a few attorneys are seriously consider- 
ing taking thecase. . - . - • ‘ 

' Cenoraily, the RPD is continuing'its 'harrassment of the defense effor't and of 
the brbth'erii in jail. Gary's health has improved somewhat but still is subjected 
to regular abuse by the guKirds. ’In addition, seven RPD officers recently broke into 
the 'home of a member of the Riverside Political Prisoners Defense Committee with- 
out giving 'any reason for the incidents The officer heading up this squad was Tennell, 
the 8&me person that headed up the police unit that investigated the Gary LaWton’case 
for the RPD; 

The primary nroblein f.-icin" the defense effort, however, is financial. The 
fundraising situation is desperate. Unless each man can raise the $50, 000 bond, 
they will' be forced to stay in jail for the duration of their second trial. Since their 
first trial lasted six months, longer than any criminal trial in the history Of River- 
side or Sart'Bernadino Caurfttes. and'since Cary has already spent 23 monthsnn ■ 
jail - Larry and Nbhemiah l7’months - this isn't a very pleasing situation. • VJithout 
' $150-, ‘OOO Gar y;" Larrid and'Nehcmiah will be forced to stay in jail. ^They need 
help raising bail!

Res earch Department Report' - ' ^ 

Thj purpose of the research department is to keep us informed of current devel,- 
opmdhts and' trends in US policy'and war related tcchnolgical development. As 
we’ ai^sli-nUafc various data, ‘certain lies and contradictions have become-Upparaht;-' 
Following are briefs of some information that we have come across. If anyone 
has further information or documentation that supports this info please send it to uis. 

The US has been training British and Brazilian troops at Camp LeJeune, NC. 

The exercises have involved incursions into Puerto' Rico £or-"riot" training and 
were ostensibly 'good will' missions. Other countries have been' receiving training 
by US State Police in this country. These actions indicate a general shift in US 
foreign' intervention from use of our troops to use of the indigenous forces for 
counter-insurgency to prop up new puppet.regimes that are pro-US. It is possible 
that there may be a new type of SEATO alliance formed in the next year where the 
US maintains its influence, not by direct participation, but through these satellite 
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regimes* 

The main thrust of the Nixon administration is to reduce the visibility of the 
war, Jhcrefore, much of our work is to increase the visibility of the war and to 
explain its relevance to working, tax paying Americans. Hence, one of our main 
focuses of research lias been on 'civilianizalion' of the war. The recruiting of 
civilian forces to continue our involvement and attempted ccnt?-oi of Indochina is 
a violation in spirit of the whole agreement signed with the Vietnamese. This is 
a specific violation of Article 5, Chapter 2 and Article 6, Chapter 2. V/hy is it 
that the Nixon Administration has millions of US tax dollars to use in an illegal ' 

war after the treaty was signed, while there is decreasing aid for medical programs, 
and hospitals, education, housing, veterans' benefits, unemployment, food, etc. 

Nuclear Weapons is another area in which we have been doing research. V/e 
received a call from Colorado WAV/ who informed us that they received information 
on the transfer of the i34Lh Air Combat Wing from Cffutt AFB, J^ebraska to THai- 
land. The 134th has the triggering devices for nuclear weapons. We have heard 
from some former NSA peopte that there have been nuclear weapons stored in Thai- 
land for several years. This transfer was to take place in ihc early part of January, 
just following the intense bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong. When we received this 
Information we relayed it to friends in Washington DC, where hearings were in 
progress concerning some of Nixon's new appointees. The day after we called, of- 
. ficial questioning were made on the US policy of using nuclear weapons in Indochina. 
.During this time, Clements, one of Nixon's appointees admitted publicly that the 
possiblity of using nukes in Indochina had not been ruled out. Decause of international 
and some Congressional pressure, the US cancelled this transfer of the j 34th. .

OrL-July 27, 1972, Springfield Confidential Source 1 
advised tha^ H^ietnam Veterans Agai n st the War (WAW) as a group 
had no part in the demonstrations against the war in Vietnam, 
which took place at Southern Illinois University (SlU), Carbondale, 
Illinois, May 9-11, 1972, resulting in the arrest of approximately 
seventy persons. Source indicated that WAW is a defunct organi- 
zation at Southern Illinois University, not having held a meeting 
since around December, 1971. Source 1 stated that WAW was formed 
as a local chapter at SIU and did not become affiliated with the 
national or regional organizations of WAW, Source 1 advised 
subject was affiliated with WAW at SIU and is currently enrolled 
for the suraj|^^ua|^g|^ 1972. Subject*s Social Security Account 
Number is Home address unknown. Source 1 further 

advised suo^c^va^n^ observed as a participant in demon- 
strations at SIU in May, 1972, has no known current affiliations 
with militant or new left groups, and is not regarded as violent. 


The WAW was founded in the spring of 1967, by 
six young Vietnam Veterans in New York City, At 
the beginning of 1968, with 600 members, VVAW opened 
a national office, founded the first GI newspaper 
"Vietnam GI", and sent close to five hundred veterans 
into the McCarthy Campaign to beat down the red 
baiters. After getting gassed at the Democratic 
Convention at Chicago and caught in the general 
"down" of the peace movement, WAW was nearly inactive 
until the moratoriums in the fall of 1969. Members 
of WAW led student strikes on major campuses across 
the country and battled Veterans Administration 
Hospital authorities over threats to throw amputee 
Vietnam Veterans out for signing anti-war petitions. 

At present, membership of the V\'AW, nationally, 
consists of eight thousand five hundred members.

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On October 20, 1972, Springfield Confidential Source 
3 advised that W'AW at SIU first became active the beginning 
of the 1971 fall quarter; remained local in nature and never 
joined with VVAW, incorporated, although this was considered 
on several occasions. At no time was the SIU group ever involved 
in violent demonstrations. All their protests were peaceful 
and legitimate. Beginning about January, 1972, the activity of 
the WAW at SIU decreased and the group has since become inactive 
and no organized activity exists at the present time. 

On October 20, 1972, Source 1 advised that subject 
is not presently affiliated with any organized protest or 
revolutionary group at SIU. Subject’s only affiliation at 
SIU was with WAW and while this association existed did not 
advocate or participate in violent or revolutionary activity. 

Source 2 advised December 26, 1972 that subject has not 
pre-enrolled for the spring quarter at SlU-Carbondale but that 
this is not a definite Indication that subject has no plans of 
enrolling. Due to computerization of records, it is not possible 
to determine if subject’s transcript has been forwarded to another 
school . 

Source 1 advised February 26, 1973, that subject’s name 
has not come up as being Involved in any violent or revolutionary 
activity at Southern Illinois University (SlU). A review of the 
current student register at SIU on February 26, 1973, reflects 
that subject is not currently enrolled.

On February 22, 1972, subject's name was obtained 
from a Vietnam Veterans Against the War (VVAW) list prepared 
for the purpose of distributing its newspaper, "HOA BInH" 
and lists members and supporters of.VVAW in the regional 
areas of Colorado, Wyoming and Utah. The above information 
was furnished by source five. 

The'^WAW was founded in the spring of 1967 
by six young Vietnam veterans in new York 
City. At the beginning of 1968, with 600 
members, VVAW opened a national office, 
founded the first GI newspaper, "Vietnam Gl," 
and sent close to 500 veterans into the 
McCarthy campaign to beat down the red 
oaiters.

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On Saturday) 3/31/73) Cincinnati Agents surveyed 
locations from which the caravan was scheduled to depart. 

No vehicles or activity were noticed at these locations. 

The Cincinnati Agents then drove to Uiami University at Oxford, 
OhiO) whCew a surveillance was set up on vehicles suspected 
of participating in the caravan to Wounded Knee. 


At 4:15 p.m. on 3/31/73, a caravan of four vehicles 
departed Oxford, Ohio, en route to Wounded Knee. Approximately 
one hour after the caravan left Oxford, Ohio, two of the 
vehicles returned to Oxford and two continued on the journey 
to Wounded Knee. A surveillance was reinstituted at Oxford 
on the returning vehicles and it was determined that they 
carried a minimum of supplies and obviously did not intend 
to return to Wounded Knee. 


On 4/1/73, a member of the two vehicle caravan 
stopped Omaha Agents in Sioux City, Iowa, and advised that 
his wSup were taking food and clothing to the Rever end 
NOAB^BOKKN LEG, at Bishop Harris High School in _Mission; 

The Individual advised that the f'o(^ and 

clothing had been collected as a result of a drive sponsored 
by Miami University at Oxford, Ohio, and further advised that 
bis group did not wish to be arrested and had no intention 
of going to Wounded Knee but were only representatives from 
Oxford, Ohio, who had volunteered to deliver the food and 
clothing. The individual voluntarily allowed both vehicles 
to be searched by FBI Agents and nothing was located but food 
and clothing. 

On 3/20/73, AUSA NORBERT A. NADEL advised that he 
would decline prosecution on any of the individuals involved 
under the Antlriot Laws Statute in view of the lack of 
probable cause. AUSA NADEL advised that if any additional 
aggravating circumstances should be developed he would reconsider 
prosecution. In view of the above, since no guns or ammunition 
were transported and since the drivers of the vehicles did not 
intend to go directly into Wounded Knee and since the AUSA 
declinedprosecutlon. no further investigation is being conducted 
in this matter. However, investigation has been Instituted 
within the Cincinnati Division on all individuals who 
participated in the caravan to Wounded Knee.

On ^ay 3 , 1973, a source, who has furnished re- 
liable information in the past, reported the VVAW groups 
in the State of Washington are not functioning to any ef- 
fective degree. Meetings are not being held on a regular 
basis and there does not appear to be any planned program 
of action. At the present time the focus of attention of 
the limited membership is on the following items: 





1. The continuing military action by the 
United States in Southeast Asia. 


2. Amnesty for draft evaders and deserters. 

3. Veteran's benefits. 

4. Post -Vietnam Syndrome (PVS). 


To protest No. 1 above, a demonstration is being 
considered for the Seattle area on May 12, 1973, using the 
war and amnesty as rallying points.

I with regard to point 2, the national office of the 

/ VVAW has made Portland, Oregon the center of amnesty action 
I for the United States. 

With regard to point 3, a demonstration which may 
be called DEWEY/t5ANyONj III, is being considered for June, 

1973, at Olym^a, Washi ngton ( the State Capital) to protest 
etifs"l.n veterans* SeneTits, 

Regarding point 4, a conference sponsored by the 
VVAW in cooperation with the University of Washington, Seattle, 
is being considered for about May 17, 1973, regarding the PVS, 
which was not further identified as to the nature of this syn- 
drome. 


An attempt was made by the national VVAW office to 
impose a centrist. (Stalinist) type organization on the entire 
VVAW organization. Among the proposals from the national of- 
fice were: 

1. Install regional officers sent from the 
national office. 

2. Control VVAW activities from the top. 

3. Expel all VVAW members who are also af- 
filiated with the Progressive Labor Party 
(PLP). 


The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) was 
founded in 1962 by individuals expelled 
from the Communist Party, USA, for 
following the Chinese communist line. 
Its objective is the establishment of 
a militant working-class movement based 
on Marxism-Leninism and MAO Tse-tung 
thought .

These three proposals were dropped after a storm 
of defiance was raised by the various regions. The national 
office leadership presently appears to be very weak. Unless 
they can stage a remarkable comeback, they probably will be 
"thrown out" at the next national meeting. An implication of 
the weakness was shown recently when a national conference was 
called for in New Mexico at the end of April, 1973, and then 
canceled by the national office. No known date or place has 
been set for a new conference.

On February 20» 1973, a teletype was received fron the 
San Diego Division which was also furnished to the Bureau and 
Los Angeles, adt'ising that a confidential source of the San Diego 
. Office stated that the WAW Regional Conference was held in Santa 
Barbara, California, on February 10 - IB, 1973, and that a 
reference was made to a proposed ''Winter Soldier Investigation." 

The purpose of the Winter Soldier Investigation according to the 
source was to Infors the public about nuclear and hydrogen bomb 
storage sites, radio activity, and other dangers created as a 
result of existence of these devices, possibly in Japan. This 
information was reportedly compiled for future possible presentation 

J afore the United States Senate and the San Diego source stated that 
:hore were people in high Government positions and in the Pentagon 
rilling to testify regarding this matter. 

The San Diego Office requested Los Angeles and San
